were recommended itn the annua! | 
| report submitted to Congress today | 
by the National Advisory Commit- | 
tee for Aeronautics. : 

Indorsing the report in a letter 
of transmittal, President Coolidge 
| declared a statement by the com- 
| mittee that ‘‘America is at least 
abreast of other progressive na- 
| tions In the technical development 
| of aircraft for military purposes’ 
should ‘‘dispel the impression” 
| that this country is lagging in this 
| respect. The committee’s opinion 
'in this regard was commended to 
| Congress as “the most authorita- 
tive that can be had.” 

Research Needed. 

The President agreed with the 
committee that “substantial prog- 
ress in aeronautics is dependent 
largely upon scientific research,” 
and added: 

“Tl believe that the work of the 
committee is the most fundamen- 
tal activity of the Government in 
connection with the development of 
aeronautics and that its continu- 
ance is essential if America is to 
maintain its present advanced po-

The commission's views were set 
forth in its annual report, made 
public today, along with the text 
of legisiation which it considered 
likely to accomplish the end de- 
sired. The majority of its mem- 
bers now believe, the report said, 
that “results as good and perhaps 
better are likely to be accomplished 
with less loss of time if the process 
of consolidation is permitted to dee 
velop, under guidance of the com- 
mission’ in a normal way. 

In every case, the report stated, 
Federal power to allow or block 
any particular consolidation should 
be lodged in the commission, in 
order to make sure that better 
service, additional economy, an 
no undue restraint of competition 
miay result,

In its other annual recommenda- 
tions to Congress, the commission 
repeated suggestions that a penal 
statute be enacted to punish ship- 
pers who bribe railroad employes 
to obtain car service; and that the 
sections of the merchant marine 
law which provide preference for 
American shipping in the alnte- 
nance of export and unaail rates 
be modified.

CITADEL OF THE CENTURIES. 
An archeological discovery beside which the ex- 


eavation of Pharaoh Tutankhamen’s tomb pales and 


the revelations at Machu Picchu are insignificant has 
been made at the Hill of Beisan in Palestine. Word 


came the other day from the University ef Pennsy!- 


Vanias expedition at Beisan that explorers had 
penetrated deep beneath the ancient citadel to the 
ruined House of Ashtaroth, where lay the golden 
goddess of the Philistines. But the Philistines who 
slew King Saul and nailed his body to the wal! of 


this temple were not the first to live upon Beisan’s 


hill. 

Eight distinct civilizations are represented in the 
first 20 feet of soil, telling the story of 32 centuries. 
In the remaining 50 feet between the Egyptian era 
and bed rock, 30 centuries more of man’s record are 
believed to iie. As the scientists continue in their 
veritable march downward through the ages time 
may roil back its curtain to the year $000 B.C. And 
when rock is reached there may lie, impresed on the 
strata; fossilized remains of the Stone Age. Before 
history began men lived on this citadel of the cen- 
turies, and died, and left their eloquent ruins.

A SEISMOLOCIST’S ADVICE. 

Rev. James B. MacE!wane, seismolegist at St. Louis 
University, made some useful suggestions, in W ednes- 
day's Post-Dispateh, in regard to precautionary meas- 
ures against possible earthquakes in this region. Al- 
though the last destructive earthquake, that of New 
Madrid, was as far back as 1811, smal! ghocks are 
not infrequent, and while there appears to be no im- 
mediate danger, an earthquake such as that which 
devastated the New Madrid region would be a ca- 
tastrophe for St. Louis and vicinity 

In order to be able “to map our danger lines and 
determine our risk,” the seismologist pointed out, it 
is necessary to be in possession of a topographic map 
of this area, showing “faults” in rock strata, 
such as has been provided for by the Temple 
act, by which Congress authorized the com ple- 
tion of a map of this kind for the entire country, 
imeciuding the St. Louis region. But Dr. MacFElwane 
points out, due to a horizontal! cut of over $10.600.900 
im the budget to be submitted to this Congress, there 
is danger that the completion of the map may be de- 
ayed indefinitely. As a result. the people in locali- 
ties tRBat may be subject to intense earthquake shocks 
cannot be warned by the experts of such possibility. 

It may appear somewhat foolish to urge Congress 
that this map be completed. so that seismologists may 
have data to work on in studying earthquake proba- 
bilities. But the New Madrid quake shows that we 
cannot consider ourselves immune, and would do wel! 
to take all possible precautionary measures. inecly 
ing the construction of buildings on lines to with- 
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Stand shocks, not only ef earthquakes but of de | 
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structive storms.
